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PETITION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §116 AND 37 C.F.R. §1.47(a) 



SIR: 



This Petition is submitted pursuant to 35 U.S.C §116 and 37 C.F.R. §1.47(a) to 
request that the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO") accept the filing of the above-identified 
U.S. Patent Application by joint inventor Petteri Heinonen, on behalf of himself and on behalf of his 
co-inventor, Sami Oinonen, because the latter co-inventor Sami Oinonen has refused to execute the 
subject U.S. Patent Application despite diligent efforts to have him sign a Declaration in support of 
the application. 

The undersigned, and other attorneys in the law firm of the undersigned, are the 
attorneys for Sonera Oyj (formerly known as Sonera Oy 1 ), a corporation of Finland, and of its 
wholly-owned subsidiary Sonera Smarttrust Oy, also a corporation of Finland (hereinafter jointly, 



1 The change of name of the Finnish company "Sonera Oy" to "Sonera Oyj" was an obligatory change 
when the company was listed on the Finnish Stock Exchange. An English-language translation of 
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unless otherwise indicated, referred to as "Sonera"). The undersigned is empowered and has the 
authority to act on behalf of Sonera, which is the proper, legitimate and lawful owner of the 
invention of the subject U.S. application. 

In brief, and as explained more fully below, (1) Petteri Heinonen and Sami Oinonen 
are the named and actual joint inventors of the subject U.S. patent application, (2) Mr. Oinonen has 
refused to sign a Declaration in support of the U.S. application, despite repeated oral and written 
requests that he do so by employees of Sonera; (2) Mr. Heinonen has executed a Declaration for this 
application, a Declaration that also contains a blank signature block of the non-signing inventor Mr. 
Oinonen and may therefore properly be treated as having been signed by all the available joint 
inventors on behalf of the non-signing inventor (see MPEP §409.03(a)); and (3) Sonera is the owner 
of all rights in and to the subject US application because, as employees of Sonera, both Mr. 
Heinonen and Mr. Oinonen are required, as a matter of Finnish statutory law, to assign the invention 
which is the subject of this U.S. application to their employer Sonera. 

On August 2, 2001, the undersigned filed (by U.S. Postal Service Express Mail) the 
papers necessary to obtain a filing date for a new U.S. patent application under 35 U.S.C. § 1.53(b), 
based on the priority of Finnish patent application No. 990,254, filed February 9, 1999, and 
International (PCT) Patent Application No. PCT/FI00/00072, which had been filed on February 2, 
2000 and in which the United States was properly designated. That Section 1.53(b) filing request 
was accompanied, inter alia, by an unexecuted Declaration of the joint inventors, Petteri Heinonen 
and Sami Oinonen. 

The Finnish priority application was filed by Sonera Oy (now Sonera Oyj) as 
applicant, and the International (PCT) priority application was filed by Sonera Oyj as applicant (for 

the extract for Sonera Oyj from the Finnish Register of Companies is attached as Exhibit 1 hereto. 
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all countries except the United States, with respect to which Mr. Heinonen and Mr. Oinonen were 
named as joint applicants). Both the Finnish and International (PCT) priority applications are 
directed to the same invention as that disclosed and claimed in the subject U.S. application. Messrs. 
Heinonen and Oinonen, as joint inventors, executed an Assignment of the Finnish priority 
application to Sonera Oy (a copy of that Assignment document is attached to the Declaration of 
European Patent Attorney Markku Simmelvuo, Exhibit 2 hereto). Messrs. Heinonen and Oinonen, 
as joint inventor/applicants for the designated United States in the International (PCT) priority 
application, also executed a Power of Attorney with respect to the International (PCT) priority 
application to the Finnish law firm Papula Oy (a copy of that Power of Attorney is attached to the 
Declaration of Markku Simmelvuo, Exhibit 2 hereto). 

As noted above, the U.S. application which is the subject of this Petition was filed 
on August 2, 2001 and was accompanied on filing by an unexecuted Declaration of the joint 
inventors, Petteri Heinonen and Sami Oinonen. The unexecuted Declaration identified the 
undersigned and other members and employees of undersigned's law firm (Cohen, Pontani, 
Lieberman & Pavane) as the record attorneys for the application, and identified undersigned's law 
firm as the mailing address for all correspondence in connection with the application. 

On August 10, 2001, the undersigned sent a letter to European patent attorney 
Markku Simmelvuo of the Finnish law firm Papula Oy, confirming the filing of the application in 
the PTO by U.S. Postal Service Express Mail on August 2, 2001. (We correspond with Sonera 
through the Finnish law firm Papula Oy, from whom we also receive the instructions of Sonera.) 
Our letter of August 10, 2001 enclosed a copy of the application as filed in the PTO on August 2, 
2001, and stated that a further Declaration and Power of Attorney for execution by the inventors 
Mssrs. Heinonen and Oinonen would be forwarded to Mr. Simmelvuo upon receipt from the PTO 
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of the return receipt postcard reporting the Serial Number that had been assigned to the application. 
A copy of that August 10, 2001 letter (but omitting the copy of the application as filed and the other 
enclosures that accompanied that letter) is attached as Exhibit 3 hereto. 

On September 5, 2001 - having on August 20, 2001 received back from the PTO the 
return receipt postcard that had been filed with the application papers on August 2, 2001 and which 
now carried the Serial Number (09/923,255) that had been assigned to the application - the 
undersigned sent a further letter to European patent attorney Markku Simmelvuo of the Finnish law 
firm Papula Oy, informing of the Serial Number and filing date that had been assigned to the U.S. 
application and forwarding with that letter a Declaration and Power of Attorney document, in which 
the application was identified by its Serial Number and filing date, for execution by the inventors 
Petteri Heinonen and Sami Oinonen. (Since a copy of the application as filed had already been sent 
to Mr. Simmelvuo with our prior letter of August 10, 2001 (Exhibit 3), an additional copy of the 
application as filed was not forwarded with our letter of September 5. A copy of that September 5, 
2001 letter to Mr. Simmelvuo is attached as Exhibit 4 hereto. 

On September 13, 2001, a paper entitled "Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application Filed Under 37 CFR 1.53(b)", noting the lack of an executed Oath or 
Declaration of the inventors in the papers filed with the subject U.S. patent application, was mailed 
to the undersigned by the PTO. That Notice was received by undersigned's law office on September 
18, 2001. A copy of that "Notice to File Missing Parts", as received on September 6, 2001, is 
attached as Exhibit 5 hereto. 

By faxed letter of September 25, 2001, the undersigned informed European patent 
attorney Markku Simmelvuo of our receipt of the "Notice to File Missing Parts", and provided Mr. 
Simmelvuo with an accompanying copy of that Notice. (A copy of the September 25, 2001 letter - 
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on which additional notations indicating the dates on which the letter was resent by fax to Mr. 
Simmelvuo as a reminder of the extended deadline(s) for filing of the executed Declaration - is 
attached as Exhibit 6 hereto.) 

Sonera has made repeated unsuccessful attempts to obtain the signature of the non- 
signing joint inventor, Sami Oinonen, on a Declaration relating to the subject U.S. patent 
application. As reported by Paivi Soderman, Patent Manager of Sonera Smarttrust Oy, in his 
attached Declaration (Exhibit 7 hereto), Sonera has forwarded a Declaration and Power of Attorney 
to Mr. Oinonen and made repeated attempts, both in writing and orally, to obtain Mr. Oinonen's 
signature on that Declaration. Despite those repeated efforts, Mr. Oinonen has refused to sign the 
document - apparently under a belief that signing the Declaration will saddle him with limitless 
burdens and responsibilities concerning, inter alia, future occurrences in respect of any patent that 
results from the subject application - and has thereby necessitated the filing of this Petition. (See the 
Declaration of Paivi Soderman, Exhibit 7 hereto.) 

Mr. Oinonen's joint inventor, Petted Heinonen, has signed a Declaration and Power 
of Attorney for the subject application; that Declaration, signed by Mr. Heinonen, is attached as 
Exhibit 8 hereto. 3 The Declaration signed by Mr. Heinonen also includes a signature block of the 
non-signing joint inventor Sami Oinonen which is, however, blank (i.e. unsigned) by virtue of Mr. 
Oinonen's refusal to execute a Declaration in support of the subject U.S. application. 

2 The Soderman (Exhibit 7) Declaration also states, in its final paragraph, that inventor Oinonen "did 

sign the assignment document", and a copy of that signed Assignment document is attached to the 
Soderman Declaration. It will be noted, however, that numerous critical portions of that attached 
Assignment document have been struck through, on information and belief by Mr. Oinonen, 
rendering the document as a whole virtually unintelligible and of questionable legal effect. 

3 It will be noted that although the Declaration, as originally prepared (and as filed in the PTO with the 

application papers on August 2, 2001), listed Petteri Heinonen's Post Office Address as 
Postipuuntie 12 D 52, FIN-02600 Espoo, Finland", Mr. Heinonen's Post Office Address has since 
changed and, as Mr. Heinonen has written-in by hand in signing the Declaration, Mr. Heinonen's 
Post Office Address is now "Hameentie 68 C 49, FIN-00550 Helsinki, Finland". 
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Non-signing joint inventor Sami Oinonen's last-known, and on information and 
belief his current, address is Viides Linja 4 C 84, FIN-00530 Helsinki, Finland. All communications 
with Mr. Oinonen seeking his signature on the Declaration for the subject U.S. application have 
been directed to that address and/or faxed to Mr. Oinonen's last-known (and, on information and 
belief, his then and presumably now current) fax number. 

Mr. Oinonen is under a duty, as a matter of law, to assign the subject U.S. patent 
application to Sonera as a direct consequence of his employment by Sonera. The attached Exhibit 2 
Declaration of European Patent Attorney Markku Simmelvuo, of the Finnish patent firm Papula Oy, 
states that under Finnish statutory law an employee's inventions are owned by the employee, in this 
case Sonera. Inventor Sami Oinonen - as well as his co-inventor Petteri Heinonen - was an 
employee of Sonera at the time that the invention of the priority Finnish patent application, and 
correspondingly of the subject U.S. application, was made. It accordingly was and remains today 
proper for Sonera to take the responsibility and carry out the actions appropriate for obtaining, or at 
least diligently attempting to obtain, co-inventor Sami Oinonen ! s signature on a Declaration in 
support of the U.S. patent application, as it did. 

In view of (1) joint inventor Sami Oinonen's express refusal to sign a Declaration in 
support of the subject U.S. patent application, (2) the execution by Mr. Oinonen's co-inventor 
Petteri Henonen, on behalf of himself and on behalf of the non-signing inventor Mr. Oinonen, of a 
proper Declaration (attached as Exhibit 8 hereto) in support of the U.S. application, and (3) the 
demonstrated diligent efforts by Sonera, the proper, legitimate and lawful owner of the invention of 
the U.S. application, to obtain inventor Oinonen's signature on a supporting Declaration, it is 
respectfully requested that the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office grant this Petition and accept the 
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filing of the subject U.S. patent application by inventor Petteri Heinonen on behalf of himself and 
on behalf of his co-inventor 5 Sami Oinonen who has refused to sign such supporting Declaration. 

The undersigned hereby declares that all statements made herein of his own 
knowledge are true, and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; 
and, further, that these statements are made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the 
like so made are punishable by fine, or imprisonment, or both under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issued thereon. 

A check in the amount of $L960.00 in payment of the government fee for a five- 
month extension of time, a check in the amount of $130.00 in payment of the government fee for 
the filing of "missing parts" in response to the September 13, 2001 Notice, and a check in the 
amount of $130.00 in payment of the government fee for the filing of this Petition, are enclosed 
herewith. 

Any additional fees or charges required at this time in connection with the subject 
patent application may be charged to our Patent and Trademark Office Deposit Account No. 03- 
2412.

In This law, a consolidated corporation is used to refer to a consolidated corporation in accordance 
with chapter 6 of section 1 of the Bookkeeping Act (1 336/1997), as well as to a municipality and 
municipal federation and companies under its authority as referred to in subsection 2 of section 5 
and section 6 of chapter 1 of the Bookkeeping Act - 

4§ : 

If the invention is a result of activities earned out in order to fulfijl the duties of an employee, or by 
utilizing the experience gained in a company or organization of tr^e employer or in one belonging to 
the same consolidated corporation with it, the employer has the right, provided that the utilization of 
the invention is included in the branch of business of the employer or in the one of a company 
belonging to the same consolidated corporation with it, to obtain the right to the invention either 
wholly or partially. If the invention was produced by xhe employeje as a result of a dury more 
specifically defined in the employment, the employer has the aforementioned right, although the 
utilization of the invention is not included in the branch of business of the employer or in the one of 
a company belonging to the same consolidated corporation with it. 

If it is a question about an invention the utilization of which is included in the branch of business of 
the employer or in the one of a company belonging to the same consolidated corporation with it but 
which was produced in connection with an employment relationship oiher than prescribed by 
subsection 1, the employer is entitled to obtain the right of use ofjthe invention. 

If ihe employer wishes to obtain a right to an invention referred to in subsection 2 that is wider than 
the one prescribed in it, or a right to an invention that was produced without a connection to an 
employment relationship but the utilization of which, however, is included in the branch of business 
of the employer or in the one of a company belonging to the same consolidated corporation with it, 
the employer has the priority to obtain the right in question by agreeing on it with the employee.
